light of the Saviour’s gift as to be in no haste t 
enjoy it till we possess it all, if indeed we can pot 
seas in eternity what we have made no progress 
towards in time? Those who think so must take 
all the risk of the adventure; I see no security 
for them in the word of God ; ] see there on tfn 
contrary, that growth, increase, progression, art 
the terms in which the divine life is spoken of, 
“increasing in stature,” “growing into the like- 
mss,” “ going on to perfection.” Such figt 
and expression do not characterize that sudden 
change at death which some rely on. The first 
sowing of the seed is a momentary act; the put¬ 
ting in of the sickle is momentary also ; but it 
grows not iu nil hour, it ripens not in a day. Docs 
the husbandman, when he comes into his field to 
reap, expect to find it as he left it when he sowed? 
or when suns have shone on it in vain, at 
vain the waters of heeven descended, will it 
into perfection under the reaper’s sickle ? These 
are Scripture figures, therefore 1 need not fear to 
speak unadvisedly. And when I look around 
upon those whom we believe, from an apparent I 
change in their principles, to he the children of] 
God, and see some advancing rapidly in the way 
of holiness, becoming more and more like their 
Lord, and more conformed iu all things to the 
Father’s will, while others seem to rest where 
they began ; still conning their first principles; 
wishing and hoping, but nothing the happier, 
nothing the holier foi their hopes ;—when 1 con¬ 
sider tins, and together with it those |>arables in 
which our Lord spake of an unequal distribution 
of rewards, by some measurement of previous ser¬ 
vice, I cannot divest myself of the thought, that 
the place of each one iu the Redeemer’s kingdom 
may depend upon tbs progress lie has made in 
life ; I do not mean upon his works, what I 13 has 
done—that is impossible, “for We are all unpro¬ 
fitable servants,” and can earn no preference; but 
upon bis character—wlmt he is—his fitness to he 
employed in the higher offices of the kingdom, 
and to sit nearest the King. I do not pretend to 
know by vVlmt rule these unequal honours will be 
distributed . “ there are last that shall lie first,and 
first that shall lie last;” but it seems certain that 
those will sit nearest to their Lord who shall be 
found most like him. 

Then if it is true that upon our progress in ho¬ 
liness depends possibly our place in the Redee¬ 
mer’s kingdom, certainly our happiness here, and 
the glory of God in us, the subject of this volume 
cannot lie unimportant to the believer. The 
time is short—how short, God only knows—but 
short certainly; our sun perhaps is already on 
the horizon ; or before it lias reached the noon, 
some untimely blighting has chilled our frame, 
and left but little vigour for the task, which in 
o ir days of capability we have done so idly ; or 
if it is not so yet, it would be unwise to ” wait 
till it shall be;—there are mornings of life which 
never have an evening. Shall we lie content, 
vVbeu Jesus comes to lake the lowest and the 
farthest seal, while some who iu knowledge and 
profession seem below us now, “ are bidden to 
go up higher?” This is, indeed, to want ambi¬ 
tion suoli a* saints may feel. But, “ already is 
the kingdom of God within us:” the days are 
lost that we delay to claim its freedom anil to 
share its bliss. The heaven we anticipate, is but 
the perfecting of a bliss begun : every step we 
advance in holiness brings us nearer to the en¬ 
joyment of it. If we have not tasted it, it is lie- 
cause we have not reached after it. We have 
gazed so long U|miii our own deformity, we have 
forgotten the beauty we are required to trans¬ 
cribe into our bosoms. We have become so 
low, so indolent, under the sense of our own 
weakness, we have forgotten that in Jesus we 
have strength for every thing. 

How, then, is man to find out God ? Where 
are we te see, that we may copy it, the likeness in 
which we were created, and to which we are re¬ 
deemed ? In the abstract idea ol God thir.-is 
nothing that humanity can compass. II is creative 
power, his all-disposing wisdom, his undeserved 
bounty, and resistless vengeance—these nreall we 
know of God, and these w« cannot imitate, for 
they are the attributes of Deity. Hut as God has 
manifested himself to us in the humanity of Jesus 
Christ, we have 11 perfect pattern, hy which we 
ntav fully know what he would have us to lie. In 
proportion as we resemble this, we are holy in his 
sight; and iu proportion as we are holy, we are 
happy. If it be hut some faint, imperfect feature 
that we catch, graven by his Spirit on the heart, it 
will be great gain in »ur abundant wretchedness. 
But lie Ims promised more, he has commanded 
more: and though of ourselves we can do noth¬ 
ing, we are to^net as if wp would do all. When 
the artist puts the pencil into the pupil’s hand, and 
bids him copy what In -sees, be knows he cannot 
do it, but tie means to teaclfliiin. So, when our 
heavenly Father places himself in characters ol 
immunity before us, anti bids us, “ be holy as he 


iy fortune; in this city, where thousands are de¬ 
voted te the business of extending the influence 
ami multiplying the votaries of the Alolock of li¬ 
centiousness, there is, on the part of the great 
hotly of the virtuous people, including the majer- 
ity of pastors and church members, an unwarrant¬ 
able aversion to having the subject agitated at all. 
Thousands and tens of thousands are afraid of the 
evils of moral reform, but few seem to fear the 
evils of licentiousness. In this respect there is 11 
perfect analogy between moral reform and tem¬ 
perance ; for there has ever lieen the most objec¬ 
tion to the principle of total abstinence, where 
there has bteu tile most intemperance. We do 
not hesitate to say, that this statu of public feeling 
is created and continued through the prevalence 
of the very am, which moral reform aims to de¬ 
stroy, But even in this city and under such a 
state of public feeling, moral reform has not been 
without its happy fruits. Light has lieen shed 
upon mnuy minds, before comparatively ignorant 
of the extent and influence ef city ahomiuations. 
The eyes of merchants have been opened to the 
fact, that there is danger iu trusting their business 
iu the hands of licentious and theatre-going clerks; 
and clerks themselves feel the necessity of sus¬ 
taining a good moral character in order io retain 
their places and the confidence of their employers. 
Ministers and elders and deacons are beginning to 
feel that something must be done, and that the in¬ 
fluence of the churches, must be exerted, in some 
way, against this giant vice. In short the subject I 
has cornu up; the leaven is working; and we an¬ 
ticipate the time, when very few of the sober and 
pious and respectable portion of our fellow-citi¬ 
zens will withhold their influence from efforts to 
purify our city from its disgraceful abominations. 

INFLUENCE UPON THE COUNTRY. 

From the commencement, almost the whole 
strength of mural reform has been expended upon 
the country, to dry up ten thousand streams, that 
feed the abominations of the city. To the coun¬ 
try then must we look, to ascertain what has been 
the influence of this cause on the public morals. 
And those towns will serve ns the aiost appropri¬ 
ate examples of this influence, where the princi¬ 
ples ol the causa have been the most efficiently 
carried out. What has moral reform done for 
Utiea? In that city it excited on early and a 
happy influence ; it banished fora time the system¬ 
atized licentiousness of the place; and it is mainly 
owing to ibis cause that there now prevails among 
the inhabitants of that city such a healthful state 
ol morul feeling, that a theatrical company ap¬ 
plies in vain for a license to open a school of mor¬ 
als within the limits of the corporation. Whal 
has moral reform done for Bufliilo ? Under the 
oiieratious of the male and female societies ol that 
place, the abominations of tlie sin of licantious- 
ness have been exposed ; the pulpit has sounded 
out the alarm, ami the press lias echoed the sound, 
till it has reached the extremities of the land.— 
Efforts have been commenced, which if vigorous¬ 
ly prosecuted und wisely directed, will ultimately 
effect a triumph of virtue over vice. 

But it is in the smaller towns and villages, where 
the cause lias excited an influence, still more per- 
acptiblu. What it has done for some towns and 
may do fur others, will be seen from the history 
of 

THE CAUSE IN H-. 

While traveling a short time since, we fell in 
company with an intelligent and pious geir.leumn 

from the town of H-, in the interior of the 

state. In the course of our conversation the sub¬ 
ject of moral reform was introduced, and we em¬ 
braced the op|K>riunity to make some inquiries 
respecting the interest in the cause in the region 
where lie resided. He informed 11 s that in the 

town of H-, the place of his residence, there 

existed a moral reform society consisting of males 


and females, and its memliers w 


n giv¬ 


ing circulation to the Journal and the Advocate 
At first there was considerable opposition to its 
movements, but the opposition hud gradually died 
away, and r.ow, he believed, the correctness of the 
principles and operations of the society was gen¬ 
erally acknowledged. Wo inquired, what has 
been the effect of the efforts upon the public mind 
and morals of the place, |>articiilarly of the rising 
generation ? Have they increased the sin of li¬ 
centiousness ? Have tiiey corrupted tlie minds 
•f the youth ? He replied that he had carefully 
watched their movements aud he believed that 
they had exerted a happy influence in three ways: 
First, they had lessened the number of licentious 
persons in the place. Such persons had been 
from the beginning opposed to die agitation 0 } 
this delicate subject; but as the principles of mor¬ 
al reform advanced, the number of this class had 
gradually diminished, till eventually none were 
found ill the place. Secondly, the obscene jests 
and allusions so common among men, especially 
when assembled at wood-bees and stone-bees 
and raisings, &c., had sensibly diminished. They 
had become unpopular and were regarded as evi¬ 
dence of an impure mind. The people had 
adopted the moral reform pledge and felt them¬ 
selves liound to purity in conversation. Thirdly, 
there was a manifest change in public sentiment 
respecting the guilt of licentious men. Sjiecial 
pains had been taken to show that such men ought 
to lie regarded, at least, as equally infamous with 
licentious women. The consequence was (as the 
gentleman believed) that the yeung men of that 
town set too much value upon their reputation to 
sacrifice it for infamous indulgence. “He did 
not tielieve there was a town in the United States 
where the intercourse between the sexes was more 
strictly proper and honorable, than in that small 
country town: and this lie believed to he the re¬ 
sult of the moral reform efforts in the place.” 

Such resnlis can be produced every where.— 
Enlist the influence and worth of any town in fa¬ 
vor of the principles of moral reform, and let that 
favorable opiniou lie ; uhlicly expressed in the 
formation and action of a society aud the adoption 


- 1 can long 

sustain surh an amount of labor and do it well, 
especially with the business and correspondence 
of the society continually extending. Not half 
as much has been done, ns might have been done, 
if our movements had not been retarded bv the 
necessity of thus turning aside to raise funds. 
Much, very mucb needs to be done in this city 
immediately. Legal aud executive authorities are 
to be consulted ; petitions are to be prepared and 
circulated; ministers ami sessions and good men 
of standing and influence are to be visited and 
their cooperation secured. The committee have 
business enough on hand to employ the whole 
time of two men, but they have not the means of j 
sustaining even one. We wish the friends of the 
mje would take this matter into consideration, 
nnhink how much more could be accomplish¬ 
ed, if our Corresponding Secretary were not 
obliged to turn aside from the pressing duties of I 
his station, to solicit the contributions necessary 1 
to sustain the operations ot the society. If every 
friend, who reads this notice of our embarrass¬ 
ments, would interest himself or herself in the 
cause we advocate, so much as to volunteer a 
short agency and collect and forward us funds, 
our embarrassments would be seusibly relieved, 
and the general interests of the cause of moral 
reform greatly advanced. 

BOSTON MORAL REFORM SOCIETIES. 

The Boston Male and Female Moral Reform 
Societies, in becoming auxiliary to itie American 
Society, heve formed the connection on such 
terms as will make it equally for their interest us 
well as ours, to assist in circulating the Journal of j 
Public Morals. The executive committee of the 
American Society have made to the Boston Soci¬ 
eties a grant of a thousand copies of the Journal, 
on conditioM that they procure subscribers for 
them in that city, and devoto the proceeds to the 
support of an agent in that field. By this arrange¬ 
ment the Journal becomes the organ of those so¬ 
cieties to the public,and will contain their reports, 
account of auxiliaries, acknowledgment of dona¬ 
tions, See. 

THE CONTRAST—MORAL REFORM PREPARING THE 
WAY FOR REVIVALS—A FACT. 

There were two neighboting villages, having 
about the same state of morals and comprising 
about an equal number of inhabitants. Many in 
each village were more than suspected of licen¬ 
tious habits. Each village was also blessed with 
- flourishing church, and the labors of a pastor, 
le ot whom was an enemy and the other a 
friend to moral reform. Consequently, from one 
village, moral reform publications and agents 
were carefully excluded, as the subject was re¬ 
garded as peculiarly delicate and dangerous; while 
in the other they were received and welcomed, 
and the principles of the cause heartTly embraced 
and fearlessly advocated. In one case the worth 
and influence #f the place were encouraging li¬ 
centiousness by giving it the protection of entire 
silence and the absence of reproof; in the other 
they were arrayed against this sin. In one vil¬ 
lage virtuous females associated with men, whose 
characters and hubits were known to be vile ; in 
the other they refused to do it. 1 hus matters 
went on for two years; one minister and congrega¬ 
tion against moral ref omi; the other minister and 
his congregation against licentiousness. As might 
be expected, the morals ot the two villages, be¬ 
fore alike, became exceedingly unlike. Many of 
the young men of one village were known to be 
licentious in their conversation and habits; niore 
than a dozen were detected in crime; but the 
young men of the other, were known to be modest 
in their conversation, und correct in their morals 
and deportment. JVoto mark the result. A revi¬ 
val of religion occurred in that neighborhood; 
both villages were affected. In one village the 
young men were passed over; the converts were, 
almost without an exception, young women ; but 
the other, nearly all the young men in the place 
ere among the converts. Why this difference ? 
Many said, it was owing to moral reform; they 
said, the young men in one village were under the 
influence of licentiousness, while those in the oth¬ 
er were under the influence of moral reform. 
These are the facts: the reader can judge for 
himself. - 

REV. 1 . R. DODGE.

tures of the American Society are so feebly sus- 
;d, we are led to inquire, should this society 
or want of support, where is the body of men 
that will again enter this field, under iu accumu¬ 
lating discouragements? The auxiliary Female 
Society in this city will do what it can, but its 
operations will not supercede the necessity ol the 
action of a vigorous society of men. And if those 
now tailoring in the American Society, are driven 
from the field by want of support, or by the ac¬ 
cumulation of labors upon their hands too arduous 
to be sustained, time will show it to be a public 
calamity. In addition to the ordinary expenses 
of publishing a paper, the society are sustaining 
iu the field several agents as lecturers, the num¬ 
ber of which they are anxious to increase, rather 
than diminish. It is easy to perceive that a soci- 
wilh such expenditures cannot long continue 
ojieratiolis without being sustained.

If not, the parent must tax himself] 
for the failure, and not ilia perverseness of the 
tild. After one conquest, watchfulness, kind- 
tss, and perseverance, will secure obedience. 

5. Never trifle with a child nor speak beseeeh- 


10 . Correcting a child on suspicion,or without 
understanding the whole matter, is the way to 
make him hide his faults by equivocation or a lie 
—to justify himself—or to disregard you altogeth¬ 
er, because be sees that you do not understand the 
case, and are iu the wrong. 

1J . When a child wants that which it should 
it have, or is unwilling to do as the parent sayi 
and liegins to fret, a decided word sjraken it 
kindness, but with authority, hushes and quiet: 
the child at once, but a half yielding and half un¬ 
yielding method only frets and teases the child, 
aud if denied or made to obey, ends in a cry. 

12. It is seldom well to let the child cry it out, 
the saying is. If put into a corner, or tied to 

your chair, it should not be to cry or make a 
noise. Indeed, crying from anger or disappoint¬ 
ment, should never be allowed. A child 
soon discovers that its noise is not pleasant, and 
learns to take revenge in this way. If allowed to j 
“ vent their feeliDgs,” when children, they will 
take the liberty to do so when they are men and 
women. 

13. Never allow a child to cry or scream 
every slight occasion, even ifhurfiand much less 
when by so doing, it gratifies a revengeful or an¬ 
gry spirit. This should be especially guarded 
against in infants of ten, tweive or eighteen 
months old, who often feel grieved or provoked, 
when a thing is denied or taken from them. 

14. Never reprove a child severely-in company, 
nor make light of their feelings, nor hold them 

to ridicule. 

15. Never try to conceal any thing which the 
child knows you have, but by your conduct, teach 
him to be frank, and manly, and open—never hi¬ 
ding things in his hand, nor slyly concealing him¬ 
self or his designs. 

16. Kindness and tenderness of feeling towards 
insects, birds, and the young, even of such animals 
as should be killed, it old, (excepting poisonous 
ones) are to be carefully cherished. 

17. I am pleased with such children as allow 
those roses and other flowers, that blossom on 
the Sabbath, to remain on the tree to praise their 
Maker in their own beauty and sweetness.

Annual Concert of Prayer for Colleges. 
This Concert of Prayer was observed by the 
Orthodox Congregational churches in this city 
usual. Meetings for prayer and remarks were 
held in the several vestries in the afternoon, and 
evening. There was a general public 
meeting nt the Park street church. Prayers 
the occasion were offered hy the Rev. Messrs 
Winslow. Boies,Blagdon,and President Wheeler i 
and eddresses were delivered by the Rev. Messrs. 
Blagden, Wheeler and Cogswell. The substance 
of Dr. Cogswells remarks follows. 

Revivals of religion in our Literary Institutions, 

1 account of their glorious effects, must be 
subject of deep interest to all the friends of zion. 
Who, then, that has the love of God shed abroad 
his heart, can contemplate the Annua) Concert 
of Prayer in behalf of our Colleges without in¬ 
tense emotions und iearlut anxiety in respect to 
the results of these occasions ? That they may 
be pentecostal seasons should be the fervent, im¬ 
portunate and persevet ing prayer of all who have 
aceess to the throne of divine grace. 

Permit ine to call your attention for a few mo¬ 
ments to some ofthe reasons why revivals of re¬ 
ligion in our colleges are desirable, and efforts 
should be made to promote them. 

1st. The number of young men connected with 
these Institutions is very great, while the most of] 
them are in an unconverted state. There are in 
the United States eighty eight incorporated col¬ 
leges or universities now in operation to a greater 
less extent, having in their academical depart- 
ent about 7000 students. Probably more than 
one fourth, or nearly two thousand, of them are 
pious. These individuals however, need greater 
sanctification. 

Revivals of religion will have a tendency to 
promote this—to elevate the piety of all those who 
within their happy influence. And, proba¬ 
bly, about 5000 of these beloved youth are still in 
an unconverted stale, “ having no hope and with¬ 
out God in the world,” and are thronging the 
way to eternal destruction. Human efforts alone 
inadequate to save them. They must perish, 
unless God interpose by his grace. Who then 
pray for the conversion of these dear 
youth, each soul of whom is infinitely more valu¬ 
able than the whole world, and destined to eternal 
weal or wo? Who will not wrestle on their be¬ 
half with the angel of the covenant, and say in 
the language of prevailing Israel, “I will not let 
thee go, except thou bless them.” 

2rf The young men who are educated in colle¬ 
ges will have a powerful influence on the com¬ 
munity. 

This remark is true whatever their profession ] 
• business in life. They will be more than or¬ 
dinary individuals, ned consequently, their influ¬ 
ence on society will be great. In colleges are 
educated not only ministers, but also legislators, 
judges, lawyers, physicians. Every one who re¬ 
ceives collegiate lienors will affect by his opin¬ 
ions and example, at least, a thousand souls around 
him. These institutions, will, therefore, be foun¬ 
tains of corruption and death, or of purity and 
fife. How important, then, that holiness to the 
Lord be inscribed on all our halls of science, that 
these fountains be pure, sending forth healthful 
streams te make glad the city of God! But sheuld 
the Holy Spirit be withheld from them, they wilf 
he like the mountains of Giiboa, having no dew 
Prayer, therefore, should be made with 


out ceasing of the churches unto God for them, 
that those who enjoy their advantages may be 
holy men, and thus jirepared to exert a holy 
fluence. 

3d. The number of those who enter the Chris¬ 
tian ministry will he greatly increased by 
vals of religion in colleges. 

The number and proportion of graduates wh 
have entered the ministry in this country 
its settlement have been, according to the trienial 
catalogues, as follows, viz., from 1620 to 1720, 
one hundred years, there were graduated 
vurd and Yale colleges 814 individuals, of whom 
4-36 entered the ministry, that is, mere than 
half; from 1720 to 1770, fifty years, there v 
graduated at Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Brown, 
and Columbia colleges 3197 individuals, of whom 
1135 entered the ministry, that is, little more than 
one third; from 1770 to 1810, forty years, there 
were graduated at Harvard, Yale, Prince¬ 
ton, Columbia, Brown, Dartmouth, Dickinson, 1 
Williams, Union, Bowdoin, Middlebury and 1 

South Carolina colleges, 7103, of whom 1418 e 
tared.theministry,that is, one fifth; from 1800 
1810, ten years,there were graduated at the colle¬ 
ges above named 2792, of whom only 453 
ed the ministry, that is, one sixth part, 
single clergyman was educated at Williams and 
Mary college, Virginia, during the 20 years pre¬ 
ceding 1818. Since 1810, about which ' 
benevolent enterprises in this country commen¬ 
ced their operations, the proportion of graduates, 
who have entered the ministry, has been increas¬ 
ing. This thought is worthy of particular consid¬ 
eration. Probably more than a quarter of those 
who pass through a collegiate course of educa¬ 
tion at the present time will engage in preaching 
the gospel. 

But a far greater Change must be effected 
this respect in order to attain to the blessed sn.._ 
of the early days of this country. Revivals ofj 
religion in our colleges must be greatly multiplied 
and extended. In this way, thousands might be 
secured for Christand the church in the ministry, 
and speedily too, and comparatively with little ex¬ 
pense. These thousands might preach tlie gos¬ 
pel to as many millions ef people, and be instru¬ 
mental in the salvation of great multitudes of un¬ 
dying souls. Let then, every one who has an 
interest at the throne of grace, pray particularly 
for revivals of religion in our colleges, that the 
precious youth connected with them may be con¬ 
verted to God, pray the Lord of the harvest, that 
he will raise up, qualify and send forth laborers 
info bis harvest, that the earth may be gathered. 

4th. Through the blessed effects of revivals of 
religion in our colleges, their design will be bet¬ 
ter answered. 

The true intention of these institutions is to 
promote piety, virtue and knowledge, and the 
last are subservient to the others. This appears J 
evident from the charter and constitution of most I 
ofthem. Nearly all the colleges in this country 
have heen established by pious men, having spe¬ 
cially in view the education of young men for the 
ministry. President EUwards the elder, 
account of the revival of religion in New 
land in his day, remarks, “ I would say in gener¬ 
al, that it appears to me, that care should be tak- 
way or other that those societies (colle¬ 
ges) should be so regulated, that they should be 
nurseries ol piety, otherwise, they are fundamen¬ 
tally ruined and undone, ns to their main and 
essential end. They ought to be so consti¬ 
tuted, that vice and idlenesa have no living there; 
which are intolerable in societies where the main 
design ib to train up youth in Christian knowl¬ 
edge and eminent piety, to fit diem to be pastors 
of the flock of the blessed Jesus. 

If we pretend to have any colleges at all, un¬ 
der any notion of training up youth tor the min¬ 
istry, there should be some way fonnd out that 
should certainly prevent its being thus.-There 
great deal of pains taken to teach the schol- 
hunian learning; there ought to be as much 
more care, thoroughly to educate them in re¬ 
ligion, and lead them to true and eminent holi- 
II the main design of these nurseries, is to 
bring up persons to teach Christ, theu it is of the 
greatest importance, that there Bhould be care and 
(tains taken, to bring those that are educated, to 
the knowledge of Christ. It has been common 
our public prayers to call these societies, the 
schools of the prophets. And if they are schools 
to train up young men to be prophets, certainly 
1 here ought to be extraordinary care taken to 
n them up to be Christians. And I cannot 
why it is not on all accounts,fit & convenient 
for the governors and instructers of the colleges 
particularly, singly, and frequently to converse 
with the students about the state of their souls.” 
Such were the views ef one of (he most eminent 
divines who ever lived in this or any other coun¬ 
try ; and such evidently is, a D d ought to be, the

gers he succeeded in having the ringleaders made 
lost to the ring liolls in the deck—they are now 
nnijail. The captain hud ■ Iriend among the 
•crew, who told him of their intentions, and was 
'to cough three times when he found they were 
■coining alt for the purpose of murdering him. 
Accordingly, when all was readv, lie coughed 
and the captain prepared to meet them, first tak¬ 
ing away the cabin steps, &c. One of the mur¬ 
derers had four loaded pistols, one of which he 
Imd at lull cock iu his hand, under his blanket 
•coat, when he fell down the cabin door; another 
bad a pistol and a knife. 

Is there any thing strange ia this event ? These 
ipereons had engaged to kill such enemies of the 
Texans as might fall in their way. Alter com¬ 
mencing the voyage, they fancied It more for 
‘their interest to kill some of the persons onboard 
the vessel. They did kill twe persons, and were 
■then seized and imprisoned. 

But the newspaper notice of this incident is 
•headed “Murder."

would have been headed “ Victory.”

§“ Arc less hardly worked.” A very great 
mistake. The laboring class of New Englr 
are not worked at all. They work indeed. And 
it cannot be doubted that tney work harder than 
the slaves, for the very sufficient reason that they 
have aoiiiething to gain by working, while the 
slaves have not. There is no small difference 
between working and being worked. 

t “ They seem contented.” Appearances 
deceitful. In the midst of laughter the heart may 
be sad. While we have abundant testimony from 
those who are now slaveholders that the general 
treatment of slaves is cruel in the more southern 
states, while we know from the whole history of| 
man that he who ie entrusted with despotic power 
will certainly abuse it, and while we already 
that “ hundreds of slaves have become so very 
discontented” as to ran away, with a chance 
deed of obtaining their liberty, but with the i 
minty of being hunted with hounds and rifles, as 
soon ns their escape fa known, we must consider 
the conflicting testimony of any merely temporary 
resident among them a» insufficient. 

W. do not doubt that merriment is often to fie 
seen among them, but merriment and 
tnent are two very different things. 
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Have our female readers seen the Mother’ 
Magazine in its enlarged and improved form. I 
will be a great assistance to them in the exercise 
of their profession.

The case of Bnrnaliaa Phinney, a congrega¬ 
tional minister of Pawtucket who, liaving previ¬ 
ously sustained a good character, 
months since found guilty of the dreadful crime 
of seduction, excited the utmost amazement and 
horror among the churches.

From such dreadful facts as these we may 
draw at least one instructive lesson; namely, 
that no outward circumstances, no sacredness of j 
profession, no association with moral and religious 
people, will avail to keep either the soul 
body pure. There must be constant watcliful- 
ness, prayer, self-examination, and self-denial, 
for without these, the society of the angels of] 
heaven would be no security against sin. w.

What the Church ought to do. 

To the church of Christ on earth is committed 
the momentous work ul evangelizing lire world. 
Eighteen hundred years ago its founder laid the 
corner stone iu his own most precious blood, aud 
jusi before his ascension to glory fait a command 
io disciple all nations. A|>oxile8 and primitive 
saints obeyed the injunction, and counted not 
their lives dear to them in the accomplishment 
of this ministry which they received of the Lord 
Jesus. The church from its establishment has 
lieeti called to contend with principalities and 
|Hiwers, with the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, aud with spiritual wickedness in high 
places. In order to contend successfully, the 
church must put on the whole armor ofGod, the 
armor of righteousness, aud follow her leader the 
great captain of salvation. The weapons ol the 
church iu her conflict with sin are spiritual, net 
carnal weapons. 

The insignia of the church’s banner is Holiness 
—holiness iu purpose, and holiness ill action. 
This they profess to the world and this the world 
has a right to expect. Look at thu church after 
the lapse of eighteen centuries, how dimly does 
her motto, Holiness appear. While the chm-ch 
Ims I we ii satisfied with her numerical strength 
and a strict and careful observance of her out¬ 
ward sacrament and institutions, she Ims seemed 
to lorget that the gates of hell were thrown open, 
and that the enemy was rushing in like a flood. 
It fa not enough simply to “ put on the whole ar¬ 
mor ofGod.” Action is requisite, and this is pre¬ 
eminently a period when the church of Christ 
should eutei the field, and fight the bailie of the 
Lord,“striving against sin” in all its multifarious 
forms. The silence ofthe church in regard to 
the (lopulai vices ofthe day has endioldened the 
transgressor to call “ evil good, nnd good evil," 
until the moat jiernirioiis and demoralizing cus¬ 
toms have been established ill the community of I 
the sons of the pilgrim, sanctioned by a public 
opinion impregnable ns law. Vice and irreligioo 
Imve lusumeil mi organized form, nnd tin; de¬ 
pravity and degeneracy of tb« age give counte¬ 
nance. The Theatre has become a fashionable 
resort, and its polluting and demoralizing influ¬ 
ence, are extensively corrupting the morals of the 
community—licentiousness ami ihe brothel, twin 
sisters ol inlitiiiy have held out their lures until 
many of our youth have fallen through their se¬ 
ductions,—their reputation blasted, and every 
moral sensibility obliterated. 

In this connection may be noticed the alarm¬ 
ing extent lo w hich the Sabbath ol (lie Lord is 
profaned and desecrated by the votaries ol pleas¬ 
ure. The spirit of mnbocracy and misrule which 
is rife in the land to hush to silence the voice that 
shall he raised by way of admonition is a dark 
sign ol the times. The advocates for civil nnd 
religious Iiberty, who plead for the millions of 
(heir brethren iu worse than Egyptian hotulage, 
are not permitted to make their plea without re¬ 
straint. which nearly amounts lo prohibition. 
Truly Sntnn rages, a hopeful presage that his 
reign is short. 

In view of these things, what ought the church 
of Christ to do. First of all to come out and 
clean her own garments. See to it that she par¬ 
take not in the sin, lest she )>arlnke ulso in ihe 
plagues. Let her dismember herself from every 
brunch that does not produce the fruits of holi¬ 
ness, and “have no fellowship with the unfruit¬ 
ful works of darkness, but rather reprove them.” 

Again, the church ought io hear n bold testimo¬ 
ny for God, and hold no parley with the fashion¬ 
able sins and vices of the day. While the claims 
ofthe heathen world, and other benevolent o;ie- 
rations are sanctioned and aided, as they ever 
ought to he, let the church also enter into the field 
of moral reform efforts, and eneourage her sons 
to go forth, clothed in the panoply of hesven, to 
wage war with sin and Satan. Let then holy 
zeal and Christian ardor lie modified and lem|ier- 
ed by the wisdom of the lathers, and thus “zeal¬ 
ous of good works” and non -conformed to the 
world, the Lord will return to bless and build up 
Zion.

NEWS OF THE DAY 


CONGRESS. 

Mosday, February 20 —In the Senate, Mr. Clay 
presented the petition of a number of peraona nail¬ 
ing themselves American authors and friends of lit¬ 
erature, praying for an extension of the copy right 
law, so as to embrace foreign authors I 

The joint resolution authorizing the purchase of 
the MSS. of the late James Madison, waa read a 
third lime and passed. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consideration 
of a bill to provide for the enlistment of boys in the 
naval service, and to extend the term for tlie enlist¬ 
ment ef seamen. Ordered lo be engrossed. 

In the House, the whole dav was token up with 
the trial of Whitney, which waa finally finished 
and he discharged. 

Ttinui, Feb. 21— In the Senate, Mr. Davia of¬ 
fered a number of abolition memorials, which were 
not received, the motion for their reception being 
laid on the table. On motion of Mr. Wright, the 
bill for an amendment of the tariff waa token. Sev 
eral articies, on motion of Mr Webster, were 
struck oot from the list of articles to be made 
free- 

Mr Davia moved to strike out the item of wors¬ 
ted yarn from among the articles on which the du 
ties are to be repealed. Agreed lo—ayes 23 

in the House, Mr Adams presented a letter from 
Ihe Governor of Massachusetts, relative to a claim 
before the government, which was referred ts the 
committee on Wavs and Means. Mr Adams mov- 
cd a suspension of the rule, for the purpose of re¬ 
ceiving petitions. He said he had a hundred and 
forty-one petitions in his possession. The motion 
waa not agreed to. 

The business first in order, was the following res¬ 
olutions, reported by the committee on Foreign af¬ 
fair*. 

Resolved, That the independence of the govern¬ 
ment of Texas ought to lie recognized. 

Resolved, That the committee on wayaand means 
be directed to provide in the bill making appropria¬ 
tions for the civil and diplomatic expenses ofthe 
government, a salary and outfit for such an agent 
as the president may determine to send lo Texas. 

WrosHiur, Fell. 22 —In the Senate, Mr. Ton 
linson, from the committee on pensions, reported 
bill explanatory of the act for the relief of widow 
and orphans of officers and aoldiera who have died 
in the service of the country, which waa read and 
ordered toe second reading (This bill provides 
for widows who were such at the time of making 
'heir application, notwithstanding they may hava 

Mr. Tomlinson, from the same committee,report¬ 
ed a bill lo revive and continue in force the act foi 
the relief of persons who received wounds in the 
revolutionary war, which waa read and ordered to a 
second reading. 

On motion of Mr. Davis, the Senate look up a 
bill to au.horiae the president to cause a public ves¬ 
sel to cruise on the coast during the winter s«j 
which war otde.ed to be engrossed. 

In the House, Mr. Howard, from the comm 
on foreign affairs, made a report on the subject of 
the Maine boundary. 

Mr. Tbomas, from the judiciary coromilee, 
ported a Senate bill, without amendment, lo ante 
the judicial system of the U. S. 

THClUDAr, Feb. 23.—In the Senate, the Indi 
Appropriation bill, and the bill to authorise I 
president lo cause a public vessel to cruise fur I 
relief ol distressed navigators, were read the third 
time aod passed. Mr. Clay's laud bill was t 
up, and on his motion laid on the table. A bill 
tborfaing the erection of a hospital in Washington, 
and appropriating $50,000 for it, passed to a third 
reading. The Senate resumed the consideration of 
the tariff reduction bill, and the motion lo strike oat 
“common salt" from the list ef articles proposed 
be made free. 

In the House, the navy appropriation hill, as t- 
ported amended by the committee ol the whole, 
was token up, an amendment striking out the ap¬ 
propriation of $400,000 for completing and equip¬ 
ping the great ship Pennsylvania, was concurred in 
—yeas 125, nays 55. Mr. Heed's amendmenttoadd 
$400,000 for six vessels of war of six to sixteen 
guns, was amended, by inserting eighteen in place 
of sixteen, and so amended was concurred in—yras 
118, nays 46. Various amendments were adopted, 
among which was one to strike out 30,000 for bar¬ 
racks at Brooklyn. The bill was ordered to a third 
reading, and having been read it was finally passed. 
The aopropriations by this bill amount to $tf,700,- 
000 . 

The Army appropriation bill as amended by tbo 
Senate was partially amended in committee ofthe 
whole The bill to authorize the purchase of 

for Marine Hospitals on the Western waters, _ 

three on the Mississippi, three on the Ohio, snd one 
on Lske Erie, was considered in committee, report¬ 
ed, and passed to be engrossed. 


AN INTERESTING INCIDENT.

America* Sti.^—We have within this week 
had an opportunity of seeing some beautiful speci- 
aiens of sewing silk, from the incorporated estab¬ 
lishment of Samuel Wbilmarsh. Keq. of Northamp¬ 
ton, Mass, on Connecticut river. He has, we 
informed, just commenced the manufacture of s 
ing silk, silk vestings, and other silk fabrics. Three 
hundred acres of ground are attached to the com¬ 
pany* works, and about one hundred thoasand 
Chinese mulberry trees are now growing there, 
and another season they will be multiplied to half 
a million. They then will he able to feed about four 
millions of worms. It is said to be already the n 
extensive and well-regulated silk company in 
union, and in the coarse of two years will manufac¬ 
ture silk fabrics lo the amount of $100,000 annually 
Iroro the raw material, most of that raw materia 
created from worms on the spot. The texture of 
the silk is equal to the Italian, and the ladies pro¬ 
nounce it not inferior in heaviness and smsethness, 
the defect of the latter a great fault heretofore with 
American sewing silk.

Copy of a letter from a volunteer against the Creek 

Indians, la his brother in this city, dated Tusktgtt. 

Feb. 0, 1837. 

Dear Brother : We are now at this place (or near 
it) with about HO men, who joined os not far be¬ 
low here. Major Jernigan first joined before we 
arrived here, and, with our companies, we look 87 
Indians aud 73 stands of arms, but by the death of 
one Indian only. Wr expected a very severe bat¬ 
tle ; but, taking them so unexpectedly, and sur¬ 
rounding the Big swamp, near which they were 
rncamped, in such a complete manner, that the 
ronsequenee was not worse than above staled.— 
General Wellborn had left two days before we ar¬ 
rived i»ere, fra scout down to Cowaggi-r. The 
Indians which we took were thn»e who fought 
Wellborn, and ore now all in jail here. All will be 
settled in two weeks, but not without severe times. 
We intend to take all tlie Indians who pretend to 
be friendly, and place them under guard, and the 
balance we will kill as we find them. In great 
haste.
